CHANGE OF CLIMATE. | 


I left Atlanta wearing a straw hat, 
never thinking but that our home 
weather extended over the whole coun- 
try. Soon after we entared Tennessee, 
however, straw hats began to disap- 
pear, and I was soon compelled, out of 
respect to the fashion of the country, 
to seek out my trunk in the baggage 
car, in which my Atlanta hat now re- 
poses, waiting for the slow coming of 
suramer. In Tennessee there was an- 
other change also. There is no talk in 
the cars of chopping out and all that; 
the talk of agriculture related to cattle, 
.hogs and sheep, to growing wheat, to 
clover; plantations gave way to farms ; 
and it would have done you good, my 
thoughtful friends, to have seen the 
droves of hogs in the numerous clover 
fields. Middle Tennessee is surely and 
wisely gravitating towards grazing; and 
why should not at least the limestone 
section of upper Georgia? Clover will 
grow in our state and hogs will eat it; 
and yet many of oar farmers prefer to 
raise cotton upon which the wiser and 
thriftier farmers of Tennessee have hard 
liens from the outset, imposed by the 
law of necessitv. That law is self-im- 
posed, and it is strange that our people 
do not repeal it by raising their own 
supplies of food. Between Chattanoo- 
ga and Nashville we passed eight long 
freight trains, chiefly loaded with arti- 
cles that we should produce, and yet 
nearly a'l doubtless going to Georgia. 
Those trains were a moving explanation 
of the hard times we complain of, and 
we.may be sure the times will never be 
better with us until we learnto draw 
from our own soil what nature intend- 
ed we should. But I have dropped into 
theorizing again. It is out of place, but 
it is the truth, and we must accept it, 
and the sooner the better.

The skillfully executed gold $5 pieces 
which have recently been creatiug con- 
siderable excitement in New York, and 
also at the Washington mint, have fi- 
nally turned up on this coast, and were 
a few days ago refused at the Bank of 
California and sent up to the mint to be 
assayed. When the piece came to the 
mint it was pronounced genuine by sev- 
eral parties whose experience with coins 
of all d scriptions entitles their judg- 
ment to consideration. The piece was 
somewhat lighter in color than the gold 
coined here, but this was supposed to 
be accounted for by its having been 
coined at the Philadelphia mint, where 
fora number of years the process of 
working the metal gave it a light color 
without in the slightest degree detract- 
ing from its value. The counterfeit 
was also carefully weighed and found 
to come up to the standard.

“the venerable Henry A. Wise.” There 
is nothing venerable about him. A 
tall, thin, lithe figure; tlaxen hair part- 
ed in the middle; a keen, pale,clear-cut 
visage; - piercing, ever-restless eyes; a 
shrill, treble voice, the veteran agitator 
does n»t carry about with him any of 
the sancity of age. In his duel with 
Cocke—in 32, as Col. Starbottle would 
say—his antagonist undertook to jock- 
ey him as they were placed vis-a-vis b 
whispering to his second loud enoug 
for Wise to hear, “I call you and God 
Almighty to witness that Iam guiltless 
of this man’s blood,” to which Wise 
quickly rejoined, ‘You had better Jeave 
God-a-mighty alone and look to your 
own blood, damn you,” putting his bul- 
let into Cocke’sg-oin as the word was 
given, and coming off bimself with- 
outascratch.

Quite as much ag the Bar- 
bours, the Pendletons, and the Tuck- 
ers, is he a reflex of that peculiar 
ancient provincialism —self-respecting, 
God-fearing, home-loving nt to 
women, exacting to men-—brave, gen- 
erous, bookish and hospitable—provin- 
Claiismi, we say? Yes, certainly, provin- 
cial civilization, which the untaught 
doctors of loose latitudinarianism seek 
to discreditand break down, but which, 
tem and adapted, involves the 
spirit and enshrines the substance of 
our free fabric.

The Constitution's Special Correspondence. 
Wasuinaton, May 15, 1876. 

Il attended the opening of the cen. 
tenuial exposition on Wednesday last, 
and meant to have written you con- 
cerning it as soon as I returned to 
Washington, but the fatigues of the 
journey to and from Pniladelphia, and 
of sight-seeing while there, were too 
much for me, and until to-day I have 
not been able to use my pen. On the 
whole I feel amply repaid for the dis- 
comforts I was called upon to endure, 
The trip to Philadelphia, by rail, albeit 
the day was rainy, was very pleasant, 
and my room at the Globe hotel, near 
the exposition grounds, was as comfort- 
able as one could expect under the 
circumstances. Unfortunately we were 


unable to get our baggage that night, 
and, indeed, did not see it until we 
were ready to start home again, and so 
had to wear our travel-stained gar- 
ments, which were not i 

in appearance by 

© Wednesday morni g 
evening,and the yellow mud of the ex- 
hibition grounds. We hada dreadful 
struggle to get through the narrow turn 
stiles, toward which thousands of im- 
patient persons were pressing, and in 
the jam my clothes were nearly torn off 
mv back. Once inside I went over my 
gum shoes in seft mud, and agreat frog 
of a fellow in pushing past me left the 
impress of one of his brogans on my 
skirt. Our party hnally reached a grav- 
eiled walk near tle memorial building, 
and there we awuited the opening cere- 
monies. Of the speeches and the 
prayer we heard not a word, but the 
music was audible over the immense 
crowd, and the chorus was particularly 
fine. Ido not see how it could have 
been improved upon. As we had had 
an early breakfast, and were moreover 
fatigued from standing so long, Tom 
thoughttully suggested lunch, and 
as we had been warn- 
ed against the French and 
American restaurants as extortionate 
in their prices, and generally uncom- 
fortable, we went to the German res- 
taurant, where we found good atten- 
dance and moderate charges. By the 
time we had finished our lunch, and 
rested in the cool pavilions, the build- 
ings were opened, and we entered the 
nearest one, which was Horticultural 
Hall. There was not much more to be 
seen here than in the botanical gardens 
at Washington, but the building itself 
is beautiful, and the view of the inte- 
rior from the gallery, one long to be re- 
membered Next we visited the gov- 
ernment building, where the aisplay is 
very creditable, and then went to Ma- 
chinery Hall, where our party became 
brokeo up, despite our efforts to keep 
together. Several times I thought I 
had lost Tom, but by holding on to his 
coat half the time and following him 
closely, I managed to keep him in 
sight. It was trying work though, and 
of course distracted my attention from 
the wondrous things on exhibition. I 
dd see the carpet weaving machine at 
work, however, and the manufac- 
ture of ribbons, which would nat- 
urally attract a woman’s eyes. All 
the machinery was not in motion, but 
by the first of June everything will be 
in complete order, and 1 would not ad- 
vise my southern friends to start for 
the exposition before that time. They 
might as well abandon the idea of see- 
ing all that is to be seen in less than 
one week. Indeed one might spend a 
week profitably in the memorial build- 
ing, and its annex, in inspecting the 
paintings and statuary, Never before 
were so many fine works ofart brought 
together in this country, and as many 
belong to private collections in Europe, 
there may cever be another opportuni- 
tv of seeingthem. ‘The crowd here was 
excessive and the dust terrible, and I 
was half suffocated and wholly exhaust- 
ed when, having completed atour a 
of all the rooms, we emerged into the 
airand sunshine. I was unable to see 
much inthe main building, and sat 
down in the dias intended for the band 
while the rest of the party explored the 
building and mounted a spiral stair case 
to the pp of one of the 
towers, a distance of 240 feet, 
to get a view of the 
and grounds. I could not think of 
leaving without visiting the woman’s 
department, which occupies a separate 
building. Herethe specimeus of wood 
carving executed by women attracted 
me most, though there were a great 
many elegant and curious things to be 
seen. Ithinkoursex may well con- 
gratulate ourselveson the display we 
Lave made at this exhibition. I say 
we, though of course I had nothing to 
do with it individually. Here ended 
my sight-seeing for the day, fora storm 
was coming, and by the time we were 
out of the grounds the 
rain began to fall. In 
a short time it was raining in torrente, 
and it was a sight to see the crowd hur- 
rying helter-skelter for shelter. About 
six o'clock it cleared up, and Tom and 
I took atrain tothe city to call upon 
some friends at the Continental hotel. 
The narrow streets of Philadelphia im- 
pressed me uniayorably, after the broad 
Streets and avenues of ash- 
ington, and Chaileston _ street 
was almost impassible from the 
crowds. The buildings were handsome- 
ly decorated,but the illumination wasa 
failure. 

Our iriends proposed going to the 
theatre, but we found en enquiry that 
no seat was to be had for love nor mon- 
ey, and so contented ourselves with 
watching the people who filled the par- 
lors and swarmed in the corridors. We 
reached our hotel by means of the 
street cars without much difficulty, and 
having decided to start homeward at 11 
o’clock the next morning, we went into 
town after breakfast and visited Inde- 
pendence hall, when we saw many in- 
teresting relics of ct mae gage ays, 
including the original declaration 
of independence, which we had often 
seen before in the pateut office. I took 
this opportunity of doing a little shop- 
ping and was surprised at the very rea- 
sonable prices. t believe we can buy 
almost anything in Philadelphia from 
25 to 60 per cent cheaper than in Wash- 
ington, and am glad to say that 
I found no disposition to 
swindle strangers. I came home de- 
lighted with my trip and deeply im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the 
exposition. It excels even the won- 
ders of Aladdin’s lamp. No one who 
can spare the time and money should 
fail to see this grand display. The 
buildings alone are worth the journey, 
and I feel now as if I could walk to 
Philadelphia rather than miss seeing 
them again. Those who cannot visit 
the exposition early in June would do 
well to defer thir journey until £ep- 
tember or October, and thus avoid the 
heat of July and August. 

I have not attempted to tell even 
what I saw in one day, for my pen is 
not equal to the task, but will simply 
advise any one to go and see for them- 
selves.

No forced intlet on, no forced 
contraction, but a sound currency, 
equal to the wants of trade and indus- 
try, to be regulated in volume and 
gradually equalized with gold by means 
of appropriate legislation, such as mak- 
ing it receivable for custom, and inter- 
convertable at the pleasure of the 
holder, with a bond bearing an inter- 
est not to exceed 3 and 65-100 per cent., 
payable in gold, sothat the volume of 
currency shall not be determined by 
pleasure or caprice of either congress 
or bank, 

Sixth. A gradual income tax to meet 
at least the premium on gold needed 
to pay interest on the public debt. 

Seventh. That public policy and 
sense of common justice require that 
the silver issued by the government 
should be a legal tender in payment of 
all debt, public or private, and that 
we demand the unconditional 
repeal of the so-called silver act, so far 
as the same limits the amounts for 
which the said silver coinage shall be a 
legal tender. 

Efghth. Resolved, That we are in 
favor of a tariff for revenue only, and 
we denounce the republican scheme 
of resumjpt.on as intended and opera- 
ting through a large increase of the 
bonded debta sudden and enormous 
contraction of the currency to double 
the burdens of taxation, rob debtors of 
their property,paralyze productive and 
commercial industries, cast laborers 
out of employmentand fill the lan!
